Brazil Proud 
of Friendship 
With U. S. 


Washington, May 19 — iff") —Bra- 


zilian President Eurico Dutra told 
congress today that the "perfect" 
.friendship of Brazil and the United 
i States is a major prop to western 
'hemisphere solidarity. 


Addressing a joint session of the 


senate and house, he declared that 
the 120-year-old ties between the 
two nations are 
"founded upon 


.their identity of purposes and har- 
Imony of interests." And he pre- 
dicted 
they 
will 
become 
ever 
stronger. 


In the international field, Dutra 
said in his prepared talk, "this 
rare example of fraternal associa- 
tion" is "the greatest guarantee of 
good understanding and compre- 
hension among the other sister na- 
tions in this hemisphere." 


He forecast that the plaudits he 


has rccieved since his arrival yes- 
terday on a state visit will be deep- 
ly felt in Brazil, "whose people arc 


1 ever sensitive to manifestations of 
regard from this great nation, held 
by them in such high esteem." 


Dutra spoke in Portuguese from 


the speaker's rostrum of the house. 
He paid high oratorical tribute to 
the democracy of the United Stales, 


I which he said is the basis of this 
nalion's strength. 


"The democracy which flourishes 


with so much vigor in this country 
is one of the signs of the high de- 
gree of civilization which you have 
achieved and in which respect for 


i the law and for the rights of olhers 


I is a main factor," he said.

Brazil too, he declared, has in- 


jheriled from ils Porluguese fore- 
fathers -the same respect for law 
land order. Dutra said his gover- 
Irnent is proud of this and also of 
("its fidelity to the standards of 
international morality."

Mediation Director Cyrus S. Ching 
and talked with him 
about the 
strike.

Reuther told a reporter, in reply 
to a question, that Ching's agency 
cpnciliation service plans to "have 
& man .there today" — meaning 
at the strike negotiations in Detroit. 
The union had asked the media- 


tion service to intervene in 
the 
strike. 


The Ford Motor company, with 


100,000 men idle, has dccleare din 
Detroit earlier that it would give 
"all possible assistance" to any 
federal peace eftort. 


President Henry Ford II asked, 
however, that Ching "weigh care- 
fully" certain factors 
other than 


the strike itself before stepping into 
the dispute. One of these is the 
company's contention that faction- 
alism and politics in the union led 
to the strike. 


Union officials deny that. They 


say the walkout May 5 was due to 
a "speedup" in work' schedules. 


Reuther said he came here for 
a Scries of CIO meetings. 


But before going to CIO head- 
quarters, he said, he dropped 
in 
on Ching and "told him he ought 
to enter this .case and learn 
the 


facts because Ford's public posi- 
tion is different 'from their 
real 
position." 


Even before that Ching told Reu- 
ther'vand the Ford Motor Co. in 
telegrams Friday that if they did

Fort Worth. Tex., May 18 
Flood waters that inundated great 
sections of Fort Worth receded to- 
day; leaving behind the body of 
a seventh victim and a crippled 
drinking water supply. 


The swirling flood that covered 


residential, business and industrial 
areas in the Trinity Valley areas 
here injured 30 persons and , left 
an estimated 13,000 homeless. The 
homeless spent last night in public 
shelters or 
with 
relatives 
and 
friends. 


At dawn, weary searchers, work- 


ing the flooded area in boats and 
afoot, found the body o£ a man 
identified by police as John B. 
Fawks near the animal cages in 
Forest Park. 


The newest drowning increased 


the toll for throe days of turbulent 
weather in Texas and Oklahoma to 
14 dead and more than 138 injured. 


The count was seven drowned 
and 30 treated at hospitals here, 
mostly for shock and exposure, five 
dead and 83 injured from a tornado 
at Amarillo Sunday night; 
one 
dead and nine injured from twist- 
ers in Oklahoma, and one dead 
and at least 12 injured in 
West 
Texas tornadoes. 


A violent electrical storm, mov- 


ing north from Texas, struck cen- 
tral Oklahoma 
last 
night 
with 


cloudbursts and four small torna- 
does. There were no deaths from 
the twiesters but two were hos- 
pitalized and more than thre doz- 
en treated for lesser injuries when 
one tornado lashed a high school 
crowd at Meeker, 36 miles east of 
Oklahoma City. Other twisters did 
scattered damage in the Anadarko- 
Binger area, about 60 miles south- 
wdst of Oklahoma City in Caddo 
county. Five inches of rain brought 
a flood to Norman, Oklahoma.

The Nazi 
press and propaganda bureau took 
recordings on wax. 


One day, Paul Gallico got an of- 


ficial, 
confidential 
Nazi 
press 


memorandum which said that Dok- 
tor Henlein, the Nazi chief of the 
Sudeten movement in Czechoslova- 
kia, was among us. This, the memo 
said, would be a good chance to 


make propaganda." Gallico gave 
me the sheet and I immediately 
challenged the Nazi in charge of 
press relations. He said, "Let me 
see it." And I said, "see it yes 
but you won't get your hands on 
it. 
He said a great mistake had 


been made and I said "you bet 
your sweet life a mistake has been 
made." He said this was intended 
only for German sport writers, not 
for foreigners, which probably was 
true.

Say Newsmen 
Drew Money on 
Public Jobs 


Albany. N. Y., May 17 — (/P) — 


Two state capitol paper report- 
ers declined comment today on a 
Chicago Daily News story thnt they 
have been drawing pay for part- 
time public jobs. 


The reporters are Raymond I. 
Borst, and John.,'CV-Crary, Albany 
correspondents fob/, the 
Buffalo, 
N. Y., Evening News and the New 
York Sun, respectively. 


The Chicago Daily News, in 
a 
story Saturday, listed Borst, Crary 
and Leo W. O'Brien of the Albany 
Times-Union 
and 
International 
News Service as on the public pay- 
roll. Borst and Crary were out o£ 
the city when first sought for com- 
ment on the story. 


The Daily 
News and the St. 


Louis Post-Dispatch previously had 
reported that 
approximately 50 


newspapermen were on the Illinois 
state payroll from 1943 to 1940 and 
had received state paychecks total- 
ing nearly $480,000. 


Regarding the New York news- 
papermen, the Daily News said: 
"Borst is a member o£ the Hud- 


son River regulating district board. 
Since his appointment in 1944 by 
Governor Dewcy he has served two 
years as president, the remainder 
of the time as a board member. 


"As president he drew $3,750 a 
year. His board member pay for 
the first two years 
was 
$10 a 
meeting. Tjiis later was raised to 
$25 a meeting. 


"Borst has submitted his resig- 
nation. Dcwey left for Europe May 
6 without acting upon it." 


The Daily News said that 
"at 


the Buffalo Evening News it was 
explained that 
sometime 
ago 


Borst was asked 
to choose be- 


tween his newspaper job and his 
state position. He agreed then to 
submit his resignation 
from 
the 


Hudson River regulating 
district 


board." 


A spokesman for the 
Buffalo 


Evening News commented Satur- 
day that the newspaper had been 
critical of Governor Dowey's 
ad- 


ministration and pointed to its re- 
cent objections to Dewey's 1949-50 
budget. 
Regarding O'Brien and Crary, 


the Daily News story said: 
"O'Brien is secretary and Crary 


treasurer of the Albany port 
ids- 
trict commission. O'Brien has been 
on the commission since 1935 and 
Crary since 1945. Their pay is $25 
a meeting from funds of the 
com- 
mission." 


Commenting on the Daily News 


story, O'Brien said he had been a 
member of the Albany port 
ids- 


trict commission for 14 years and 
that he had been appointed 
five 


times. 


"Each time, 
the 
appointment 


was announced publicly, published 
in the newspapers and carried on 
the wire services," he said. "My 
appointment was not political in 
any sense, and the members of the 
port commission are paid only for 
meetings they actually attend. We 
arc not on a state payroll."

Little Rock, May 18 —(/P)—Gov- 


ernor McMath today denied flatly 
calling any Arkansas congressmen 
about their vote on the Wood Labor 
bill. 
Following a house vote last week 


in which the switch of four Ar- 
kansas congressmen was 
instru- 


mental in sending the bill back to 
committee, Victor Riesel, a Wash- 
ington columnist, said that the Ar- 
kansas governor had made mid- 
night long distance calls to the 
congressmen to change their vote. 


They were Reps. Hays, Harris, 


Tackett and Norrell. 
At the time, McMath declined 


to comment on the report, but the 
Arkansas congressmen denied that 
the governor had asked them to 
change their vote. 
This morning, McMath told his 


news conference that he thought 
"that mystery" had been cleared 
up. But referring to a recent edi- 
torial in a Little Rock newspaper 
(the 
Arkansas Democrat) 
which 


speculated on the matter, the gov- 
ernor stated: 


"No midnight call was made by 
me to members of congress at any 
time on any matter.
